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This is a decision on the petition under ^[(a) of 37 C.F.R. §1.47, filed on 19 March, 2004, and 
supplemented on 18 August, 2005. 

The petition is GRANTED .

Stevan Tisma and Mr. Petar Tisma, along with respective copies of the oath/declaration for 
signature, but as of this time the non-signing inventors Mr. Steven Tisma and Mr. Petar 
Tisma have not signed the oath/declaration. 

Lastly, Petitioner has submitted a declaration in compliance with 37 C.F.R. §1.63 and §1.64 and 
Petitioner has shown that such action is necessary to prevent irreparable damage.
